NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 26.—A sil- 
ver dollar bearing the date 1804, highly 
prized by nymismastists and understood 
to be valued at $2500, was found here 
today. 

Wiliam Sullivan, a laborer, when ex- 
cavating on the site of the ice rink for 
the Yale hockey team, turned over with 
iis shovel an old jar which rested on 
g@ boulder seven feet below the surface 


of the street nearby. 

Under the bow! was a silver snuff 
box made in Nuremberg, green with 
oxydization, and in it were a United 
States silver dollar dated 1804, in good 
condition, a number of Connecticut cop- 
per coins; a Continental note for $3, 
several State notes and some rings. The 
metal articles were slightly corroded, 
but they rubbed up well and dates were 
plain. The notes had to be carefully 
handled to prevent disintegration. 

The 1804 dollar, when cleaned up, 
showed on one side a woman's: head, 
with “Liberty” and:13 stars above it,. 
and ‘°1804’"’ below it. On the other side 
was an eagle with “E Pluribys Unum” 
as the motto. A shield and arrows 

“and “United States of America” com- 
pleted the design. The words on the 
edge were “One Hundred cents.” 

Silver Dollar of 1798. 

The Northampton Canal was close by 
in the old days and excavation showed 
a ledge of rocks on which the boulder 
rested, the impression that water 
formerly covered the spot.

Sir Frederiok Treves Says There 
Is No Person of Whom He 


Would Have Greater Fear. 
LONDON, Dec. 2%.-—Sir Frederick 
Treves, one of the greatest living sur- 
geons, who bears among many high- 
sounding titles that of Sergeant Surgeon 
to the King, Surgeon in Ordinary to 
the Queen and formerly Surgeon Ex- 
traordinary to Queen Victoria and the 
late King Edward, has provoked the 
virulent fire of the eminent specialists 
of his country by uttefing a warning 
against the brilliant members of his 
own profession of surgery. 

“There is no person,” says Sir Fred- 
erick, “fof whom I would have greater 
fear than the brilliant surgeon, and if 
it fell to my lot to have to undergo 
an operation I should carefully select 
one who was not brilliant. Hard work 
produces better results than brilliancy.’’ 
Eminent surgeons declare that they 
are living from day to day on their 
reputations—always working at the 
highest point of achievement. But what 
Sir Frederick is understood to be hitting 
at is the growing habit of brilliant 
surgeons of advising operations on in- 
sufficient grounds when big fees are 
assured. 

Sir Frederick has retired from active 
practice, being in his sixtieth year. For 
the last 14 years he has been surgeon 
to the British royal family.

ROME, Dec. 26.—The sealing up of 
the late Cardinal Rampolla’s apart- 
ments is denounced as a high-handed 
and illegal proceeding in some quar- 
ters. The legality of the act is ques- 
tioned because it was carried out 
without the authorization or inter- 
vention of the judicial officials, and 
Simply by a notary on the request 
of Mer. di Bisogno, administrator of 
St. Peter's. 

The administrator desired to insure 
the safety of documents of great in: 
terest to the church which he feared 
might be lost. No trace of the Car- 
dinal’s missing will has been found. 

Key to Missing Box. 

That a will was executed by Car- 
dinal Rampolla bearing a latér date 
than the will found is considered al- 
most certain, because the Cardinal 
left a key with a tag attached, on 
which was inscribed in his own hand 
writing. the statement that the key 
opened a box containing his will, 
and these close to the Cardinal think 
it incredible that he would not alter 
his testament of 1889, explaining that 
his estate had grown fourfold since 
that date. 

The box referred to has not been 
found, and so far no one has come for- 
ward to say that he has absolute knowl- 
edge of the existence of the testament 
reported to be missing. 

No Claims Are Set Up. 

There is.no evidence that it was stolen 
and no claims have been set up by any- 
one that he has sustained damage by 
the loss of the will. 

The authorities, therefore, are not in 
a pesition to take action, because, ac- 
cording to the Italian law in such cages, 
prosecution could only be possible after 
some interested person had officially 
submitted charges. As the situation Is 
now the authorities cannot even insti- 
tute an investigation.

LABOR AIDED BY ITS FOES 


Disposition Is Manifested to 
Bury Spirit of Fight With 
Little One’s Bodies. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Secretary 
of Labor Wilson today ordered John 
B. Densmore, solicitor of the depart- 
ment to Calumet, Mich., to give any 
assistance possible in settling the 
copper strike situation. The 


Christmas eve tragedy, in which 
72 lives were lost, the Secretary said, 
he thought, was a matter for State 
investigation. 


CALUMET, Mich., Dec. 26.—While 
four separate investigations of Calu- 
met’s Christmas tree disaster, in 
which 72 persons, most of them chil- 
dren, were killed, were being mace 
today and a dispute was being waged 
as to who: should bury the dead 
peacemakers were at work in a su- 
preme effort to bring about an end 
to the copper mine strike in this re- 
gion. 

Over the bodies of the little ones the 
leaders of the peace movement hoped 
to see an end to the labor strife whicn 
has torn the Calumet copper district for 
several months. 

_ Factions United in Grief. 

United in their grief over the snuffing 
out of so many young lives, the war- 
ring factions—mine operators, guards 
and strike-breakers and the. striking 
union miners and their friends—gave no 
thought to the big labor battle that in- 
directly is blamed for the horror. 

There was still a dispute over whether 
the offer of the Citizens’ Alliance, an 
organization that has been considered 
hostile to the strikers, to defray all the 
‘burial expenses would be permitted. Of- 
ficials of the Western Federation of 
Miners declared the offer would be 
spurned. 

“‘We will care for our own dead,” was 
the response to the alliance. 

The feeling of hostility was not so 
marked today, when it was seen that 
the citizens of Calumet and other cities 
in the mine district were in earnest in 
their efforts to raise funds for the 
stricken families, Almost unlimited. 
amounts- of money were pledged by 
mine owners and merchants who have 
been opposing the strikers. .The com-| 
mittees representing the operators went 
from house to house today comforting 
the surviving members of families whose 
dead ones were taken from them in 
the unnecessary panic. ; 

May Bury Spirit of Fight.  — 

Following these committees went oth- 
ers and suggestions that peace be de- 
clared between the forces representing 
capital and labor were diplomatically 
expressed. 

After the funerals, which were to 
be arranged for later today, it was 
expected by many that the spirit of 
fight would have been buried with 
the bodies of the innocent children 
and wives of the strikers, and that 
peace wonld prevail where, had not 
the disaster occurred, a labor war 
might have continued indefinitely.

The 
President was returning to Pass Chris- 
tian from a golf course and was riding 
in the front seat of an automobile when 
he saw smoke coming from the roof of 
the Neville home. 

He quickly alighted from the car and 
‘went into the house, where he encoun- 
tered Mrs. Neville. 

“Your house is on fire, but do not be 
@larmed. These gentlemen here (point- 
ing to the chauffeurs and secret service 
men) will put it out if you will show 
them how to get to the attic,” said 
President Wilson to Mrs. Neville. 


Blase Soon Extinguished. 
The secret service men and the chauf- 


feurs soon extinguished the blaze. 

The blaze, which was in the roof, had 
hot gained great headway and was easily 
put out by use of fire extinguishers 
carried on the White House automo- 
biles. 

Mrs. Neville, who is an elderly wom- 
an, Was excited when the President first 
told her of the fire. She rushed to a 
bathroom to get a bucket of water and 
then hurried upstairs to show the fire 
fighters how to get to the roof. 

The President induced her to come 
downstairs, however, and remained with 
her until the four men announced that 
the fire was out. When the town fire 
apparatus arrived in a few minutes, it 
had no work to do. 

The Neville home is one of the pret- 
tiest on the Gulf Coast and Judge Ne- 
ville is one of the town’s most prom- 
inent citizens. 

The Judge arrived just as President 
Wilson was leaving. He thanked the 
President warmly.

It is virtually certain the 
President will use the same sifting 
process he used when selecting Cabinet 
members, carefully scrutinizing their | 
previous affiliations. 

When the President returns to Wash- 
ington he probably will confer with 
Cabinet advisers and friends regarding 
the personnel of the boaril. Those close- 
ly associated with the President believs 
there will be no nominations until the 
full 60-day period allowed by the law 
for the selections has about expired. 

The President probably will make a 
rough draft of his anti-trust address 
while here and later submit it to lead- 
ers in the official circles. Injection into 
the trust situation of what the admin- 
istration regards as a growing desire 
on the part of business men to co-oper- 
ate with the Government in reorganiz- 
ing their companies to conform with the 
Sherman law, it is virtually certain, 
will be dwelt on by the President.

Commission Without Power. 

While such a commission would not 
be given regulatory power, it would 
constitute bureau of information and 
investigation over which its advocates 
intend the Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions should preside. It would assist 
the courts in carrying out decrees of 
dissolution, by observing whether such 
decrees actualiy are put into effect. 

This 1s one of the phases of the trust 
.. ¢stion which, in the light of recent 
developments, is considered quite likely 
to be discussed by the President in his 
address. The President has told friends 
that he will deliver the address imme- 
diately after che holidays. It is prob- 
able it will be read on Jan. 19, about 
a week after the President has returned 
tc the White House and canvassed the 
subject thoroughly with his official fam- 
ily. 

Calls for Own Mail. 

President Wilson, by.a mid-afternoon 
visit to.the town postoffice, made Christ- 
mas day memorable here. Observing 
holiday hours, the postoffice was closed, 
but someone set off immediately to the 
home of Mrs. Annette Simpson, the 
postmistress, to inform her that the 
President was waiting. She came 
quickly followed by two little daugh- 
ters, one of them attired for the occa- 
sion in a mortarboard hat of the colle- 
giate type. 

“Merry Christmas; I did not expect 
you,” said Mrs. Simpson. 

“Oh, I didn’t think there would be 
anyone over here, but I thought I'd 
try,’’ said the President. ‘It’s very kind 
of you to come over.” 

The President bought two 2-cent 
books of stamps, and in her confusion 
the postmistress forgot to give him 60 
cents change. This, however, will be 
dispatched to him. 

“I wish he had said something about 
letting me have three years more,” Mrs. 
Simpson, who is a candidate for reap- 
pointment, later told her friends. 
“They’re fighting me hard for the 
place.”

FAVORING HUERTA 
ASSAILS. WILSON 


Paul May, Contemptuous in At- 
titude, Rebuked by American 
Charge O’Shaughnessy. 


Special to thé Post-Dispatch, 
MEXICO CITY, Dec. 2.—violent ver- 


bal attacks have been made recently 
on President Wilson and the United 
States Government by Paul May, Bel- 
gian Minister to Mexico. His utter- 
ances have aroused intense indignation 
among Americans here. The most re- 
cent incident took place this week, at a 
luncheon given in a downtown restal- 
rant, at which May was the guest of 
honor. 


May's remarks, which he took no pains 
to prevent being overheard by persons 
outside the party with whom he was 
lunching, transcended the limits of dis- 
cretion and diplomatic prudence. He re- 
ferred to Wilson personally in the most 
opprobrious terms. Not only did he 
make sneering allusions to his attain- 
ments and fitness as an executive of & 
great nation, but declared that Wilson's 
attitude toward Mexico was criminal. 

O'Shaughnessy also came in for con- 
temptuous criticism from May. 
O’Shaughnessy and May nave not 
been on friendly terms since 
O'Shaughnessy rebuked him. a few 
nights ago, during dinner at the British 
legation. May, who has formed the 
habit of assailing Wilson and the Amer- 
ican Mexican policy whenever he deems 
himself surrounded by a sympathetic 
audience, began at Sir Lionel Carden’‘s 
table a tirade which made a target of 
Wilson and the United States. 


Fails to Apologize. 

After waiting vainiy for Carden to do 
what a tactful host, under the circum- 
stances, might be expected to do in the 
way of diverting the conversation, 
O'Shaughnessy was compelled to express 
his resentment at May’s language. 
ceased his remarks, but proffered no 
apology to O’Shaughnessy. 

In the last few months May has be- 
come Huerta’s most energetic champion 
among the members of the diplomatic 
corps. This is explained by the fact 
that May deems himself obligated to 
Huerta for a concession for construct- 
ing 5000 kilometers of railway in Mex- 
ico which Huerta recently granted to 
a Belgian syndicate. 

May has been working in behalf of 
the syndicate. Almost at any hour of 
the day May’s yellow limousine may Be 
seen standing before an office occupied 
by the concessionaires in the Mutual 
Life Building. 

The Mexican is May’s first diplomatic 
post of any importance. He is a multi- 
millionaire, whose financial séfvices to 
the Belgian Government were rewarded 
by a diplomatic post, which May 
sought partly to further his social am- 
bitions and partly to aid him in put- 
ting through the Belgian railway con- 
cession. 

May to Visit the U. 8. 

May will leave here for the United 
States in a few days. His itinerary in- 
cludes a stay of several weeks in Wash. 
ington, where an elaborate social pro- 
gram has been arranged by the Bel- 
gian Minister for his entertainment. 

In view of his pronounced hostility 
to President Wilson, which is known to 
officials in Washington, it is doubted 
that he will receive more than a for- 
mal reception from the members of the 
administration whom he may encoun- 
ter there.

RAILWAY OFFICIAL 


FAVOR U.S. CONTROL 
UF STOCK ISSUES 


Many See Benefit in Extension 
of Power of Commerce 
Commission. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 26.—A great addition 


to the powers of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission—authorizing that 
body to supervise not only the opera- 
tion but the financing of railway trunk 
lines of the country—has become immi- 
nent. 

It is believed this extension of power 
is @ condition for the grant by the com- 
mission of the freight rate increase 
asked by the roads, although, of course, 
only new legislation would make this 
possible. 

Inquiries were sent to the heads of 
the principal railroads of the country. 
The first installment of answers indi- 
cates a fairly general willingness on the 
part of the roads to cede their long- 
held “freedom of financial control” to 
the Federal Government. 

It is the first considerable concession 
they have made since they adopted the 
rate regulation. That, moreover, Was 
compulsory. This is voluntary, and the 
more notable. 

Rates Too Low, Bush Says. 

The railroad presidents make no at- 
tempt to conceal the reason for the 
concession. In the last three or four 
years there have been passed in sev- 
eral states public utilities laws, grant- 
ing local control. 
Among the replies 
these: 

B. F. Bush, Missouri Pacific: It is 
of more importance to the general busi- 
ness interests of the country than to 
the railroads that the latter be afford- 
ed the means to enable them to give 
the service required by the public. They 
are not receiving adequate compnsa- 
tion to enable them to do this or to 


received were 


constant growth of business. Railroads 
are not suffering from lack of busi- 
ness sO much as from compensatory 
rates on business transacted. 

Without higher rates the _ railroad 
service surely will deteriorate, and this 
will inevitably embarass and restrict 
every branch of commerce, which will 
prove detrimental tc the employment 
and comforts of our entire people. I 
believe there is no serious objection to 
the commission having supervision over 
the issuance of stocks, though I can 
see where such power can be exercised 
to prevent the needed extensions or the 
perfection of existing railway systems 
which would insure greater benefit to 
the public. It is assumed, of course, 
that such supervision will extend to the 
indiscriminate building of new lines and 
that these will be wisely restricted to 
territory where the developments of 
traffic will be ample to justify their 
construction. 

Worthington Opp0Oses Pian. 

B. F. Worthington, Chicago & Alton: 
The railroad transportation development 
of this country during the last half a 
century would seem to warrant the con- 
clusion that it would be preferable 
rather than to undertake to regulate 
this feature by governmental authority, 
to permit the capitalization of railroads 
to be regulated by the law of supply and 
demand in the money markets not only 
of this country, but abroad. It is a fun- 
damental principle of finance that cap- 
ital will seek the most attractive invest- 
ments consistent with safety of princi- 
pal and interest return and it would 
seem that these features should provide 
a self-regulating influence sufficient to 
insure proper methods in respect to rail- 
road financing in the future. 

Cc. H. Markham, Illinois Central: If it 
is necessary to have supervision over 
railway securities, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission should have complete 
authority over them. In my judgment 
such regulation would go farther toward 
protecting the general public than com- 
missions acting for the several states 
in which the railroad operates. Super- 
vision by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is, in my judgment, more equit- 
able to the railroads. 

H. U. Mudge, Rock Island: The rall- 
roads cannot go on serving so many 
masters and at the same time continue 
to give the public the kind of service it 
requires and deserves. Srnce the Fed- 
eral Government is now regulating our 
rates of revenue and to a large extent 
is deciding our wage disputes, it cer- 
tainly is no more than just that the au- 
thority for the regulation of railways 
securities shall also be placed in the 
hands of the Federal Board. Personally 
I think the framers of the Constitution 
would have included railroads under 
Government supervision had such means 
of transportation been in existence at 
that time. This was certainly indicated 
by its actions of waterways. 

Felton Favors Pian. 

8S. M. Felton, Chicago Great Western: 
I see no reason why the powers of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission should 
not be extended to cover supervision 
over railroad bond and stock issues, If 
the recommendations in the report of 
the Hadley commission appointed by 
President Taft in 1910 to investigate 
railway securities, could be followed, it 
would, in my opinion, be beneficial. 1 
do not care at this time to comment on 
the supervision of railway securities by 
state commissions as compared with the 
Interstate body.

NEW YORK, Dec. 2%.—A warning 
against oversconfidence in the efficacy 
of radium as a curative in cancer was 
gent out today by the American So- 
ciety for the Control of Cancer. 
Society wishes to impress the public 
with the limitations of radium as well 
as to make known the favorable effects 


The 


of its use in certain cases. Otherwise, 
the warning says, the familiar story of 


‘new hopes, destined to disappointment, 


will be recorded at the expense of many 
unfortunates. 


“The curative effects of radium are 
practically limited today to superficial 
cancers of the skin,” the warning says, 
“to superficial growths of mucous mem- 
brane which are not true cancers, and 
to some deeper-lying tumors of bone 
which are not very malignant. 

“The problem of the constitutional 
treatment af advanced cancer is un- 
touched by any method yet devised or 
likely to be devised for administering 


radium. Even among the so-called ra- 
dium cures it remains to be determined 
‘in many cases whether the favorable 


result is permanent.”

NIGHT AT COLISEUM 


Nearly 10,000 Seats Available to 
Public for First Entertain- 
ment of Kind. 


All the Coliseum’s 9488 seats are ex- 
pected to be occupied at the holiday 
free concert Saturday night, which is 
planned to fulfill the double purpose of 
providing a festival program during 
Christmas week and of bringing a larger 
public than has heretofore been prac- 
ticable in touch with the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra.

The selections composing the program, 
which is well balanced between classi- 
cal and lighter music, were all made 
with a view to their melodiousness and 
popular appeal. 

The entertainment will begin with the 
celebrated Coronation March from Mey- 
erbeer’s “‘The Prophet,” which will be 
followed by the immensely popular and 
ever welcome overture to Rossini’s 
‘William Tell.” The third selection, 
the lovely wa'tz from the ballet, “‘Sleep- 
ing Beauty,” by Tschaikowsky, is so 
popular with St. Louis music lovers that 
it has been repeated at several of the 
Sunday popular concerts this year. 

Victor Herbert, favorite among Amer- 
ican light opera composers, will be rep- 
resented by selections from his ‘‘Sweet- 
hearts,’’ which first was produced this 
season and which scored an unusual suc- 
cess.

Dr. Sullivan dis- 
lodged three ribs and discovered that 
the knife had cut into the left ventricle 
of the heart after passing through the 
heart covering. Six stitches were taken 
in the ventricle and two in the punc- 
tured lung. The heart covering was 
then sewed up, the ribs replaced and the 
wound closed after a gauze drain had 
been inserted. The operation was pro- 
nounced a success.

WANTS HIS ESTATE 


Publisher Nelson Taylor Got 
Decree After She Deserted 
Him, Then Killed Himself.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec. %.—Aliette Anne de 
Carriere, whom Nelson Taylor, pres!- 
dent of the Baker and Tayior Co., pub- 


lishers, divorced shortly before he killed 
himself in his home in South Norwalk, 
Conn., on June 22, 1912, is seeking to 
renew her demand for dower rights in 
his $400,000 estate. An action for a 
widow’s allowance pending the settle- 
ment of her claim has been pending for 
months before the Probate Court at 
South Norwalk. Now she seeks to in- 
stitute an action In New York, where 2 
large part of the Taylor estate lies. 

Her title now is the Baroness d’Ergiou. 
With Baron Constantine d’Ergiou she 
came to New York on La Savoie. Tw 
days later she became the guest of 
Gustave Nassauer, whose wife was an 
old and intimate friend. 

The Baron returned to Wurope on the 
liner France. Since that time the Bar- 
oness and Nassauer have been actively 
at work on the new suit. 

Taylor married Miss de Carriere in 
London July 28, 1996. He was 52 years 
old, she nearly 30 years younger. She 
was a Russian, her father having been 
a chamberlain to the Czar, and the fame 
of her beauty had spread over much of 
the continent. The Taylors remained 
abroad until September of the follow- 
ing year, when they came to New York. 
They divided their time between the 
city and the Taylor home in South Nor- 
walk. 

Husband Is Deserted. 

Every year Mrs. Taylor returned to 
Europe. When she went abroad in 1910 
she did not return, and soon the de- 
serted husband heard two reasons why. 

One was that in 1904 Miss de Carriere 
had been married in Moscow to Peter 
Alexandrovitch Markoff, an officer in a 
Cossack regiment. One version had it 
that very shortly after the ceremony the 
young wife was separated by official 
force from her husband. 

The second story Taylor heard was 
that his wife had left him permanently 
because of the appeal of a sweetheart 
of her earlier life. It has not appeared 
whether this man was D’Ergiou.

SURGEONS TO SEPARATE 
FIGHTING ‘SIAMESE’ TWINS 


Girls Who Bite and _ Scratch 
Each Other Are Taken to Paris 
to Undergo Operation. 


PARIS, Dec. 2%.—The surgeons of 
Paris have been given a remarkable 
case. “Siamese twin” girls, one month 
old, have been sent to Paris to be sepa- 
rated by a surgical operation. At pres- 
ent they are united face to face by a 
strip of flesh over an inch thick be- 
tween their stomachs. 

Although strongly attached to each 
other, they fight so fiercely with their 
little hands that they have had to be 
clothed in stout woolen vests, inside 
which their arms are imprisoned. It is 
reported, however that this does not 
prevent them from biting each other, 
for apbarently, like Shakspeare’s Rich- 
ard III, they were born with teeth in 
their heads ‘‘to signify they came io 
bite the world.”’

Sev- 
eral thousand persons, carrying lan- 
terns assembled in the city park, where 
speeches delivered by prominent men 
were loudly cheered. This was followed 
by @ brilliant display of fireworks and 


numerous bonfires. 

A procession then was formed and 
proceeded to the hotel where Senor de 
la Barra is staying. After the crowd 
had seranaded the visitor, a committee 
of members of Parliament and other 
popular leaders mounted the balcony, 
where De la Barra greeted them amid 
prolonged cheering. | 

The committee presented to the vis- 
itor a sword and other gifts, which he 
acknowledged briefly, and then called 
for cheers for the Emperor and the 
Japanese nation. 

The procession later marched to the 
Mexican Legation and the Imperial Pal- 
ace, in front of which another meeting 
was held. A resolution was adopted 
criticising the United States for dis- 
crimination against the Japanese and 
expressing disapproval of Japanese par- 
ticipation in the Panama-Pacific Expo- 
sition at San Francisco.

The points Judge Sanborn has taken under ad- 
visement in the demand.of Frisco stockholders 
that members of interlocked dire¢torates shall 
be sued for profits they paid to themselves out 
of the road’s treasury in the purchase of feed- 
ers are largely technical. 

He is to determine not only whether the suit 
shall be permitted while the road is in the 
Court’s oharge, but also whether the action is 
to be prosecuted by individual stockiiolders at 
heavy burden to themselves in expense or by the 
receivers for the general benefit of the property 
and of stockholders who did not participate in 
the divvy. 

As to the improper and inhibited character of 
such deals themselves, no issue can be raised 
under Missouri law. A Supreme Court decision 
handed down more than 20 years ago has been 
printed by the Post-Dispatch, defining in severe 
terms a transaction in which the majority stock- 
holders of a mine bought their own land for the 
corporation-on terms advantageous to themselves. 
Of the dual capacity in which a common member 
ot interlocked directorates acts in agreements to 
which the assent of both boards is necessary, the 
Court says: 


He can neither make such a contract in 
the beginning nor enforce it in the end. 


This rule has a very specific application to the 
contract under which the Mississippi River Dis- 
tributing Co. arrogates to itself the right to col- 
lect a toll or arbitrary of $7 per horsepower a 
year on all electric current transmitted from the 
Keokuk dam to St. Louis. The United Railways 
and the Union Blectric Co. have many stockhold- 
ers who do not share in the rakeoff as stock- 
holders of the distributing company. These non- 
participating stockholders may be afforded con- 
siderable light by the undertaking of the Frisco’s 
stockholders whose situation is so similar to 
their own: A further quotation.from the decision 
is this: 

They (the directors) have no right 
under any circumstances to use their of- 
ficial positions for their own benefit or the 
benefit of anyone except the corporation 
itself. 

That this principle would apply to the majority 
owners of interlocked corporations who might 
not actually sit on the boards of both, but who 
act through creatures of their own selection 
could be argued without much violence either 
to logic or law. 

The legal status of the electric contract is not 
complicated by’ any receivership. Toll under it 
has been collected for only six months, but it 
must already amount to a snug sum and it is be- 
ing added to at a famous rate every week. It 
will soon reach a total making it worth while to 
invoke the rule laid down in the mining case. 

The decision does much for minority stock- 
holders, but little for the public. However, if 
there was authority “neither to make such a con- 
tract in the beginning nor enforce it in the end,” 
local utilities ought to get power about $6 cheap- 
er than at present. If they get that, ways can be 
easily found for forcing them to share the bene- 
fits with the public.

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COLISEUM SYMPHONY CONCERT. 

An especially satisfactory ending for Christ- 
mas week will be furnished this year in the free 
symphony concert by the Southwest’s finest musi- 
cal organization at St. Louis’ largest place of 
assembly. 

It promises to be a highly “democratic” event, 
we are told. The box occupants who are most 
regular in their attendance at the weekly Odeon 
concerts will sit side by side with St. Louisans 
who will hear the Symphony Orchestra of their 
city for the first time, The democracy of art 
shouJd grow in strength along with the spread 
of other kinds of democracy. Entertainments of 
the quality of this one are not often made avail- 
able to the public without price. It ought to 
increase the number of those who are responsive 
to a common appeal in good music and who ap- 
preciate at its worth one of the most admirable 
of St. Louis institutions. 

Auditors undoubtedly will overflow the Coli- 
seum Saturday night. It will provide a finale 
of elevated pitch in the observance of the great 
festal week of the Christian year. 
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There was nothing inconsistent about the claims 
as to low coal rates in the Forward St. Louis pub- 
lication.

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A CHRISTMAS SENTIMENT OF 1776. 
Early on the morning of this day, 137 years 
ago, the secret movement on Trenton which had 
occupied Christmas day had resulted in the bril- 
Hant victory over the Hessians under Gen. Rahl. 
Hwing and Cadwalader failed in their part of 
the movement, and Putnam, who was to co-operate 
from Philadelphia, was delayed, but the Marble- 
head fishermen serving with Washington succeed- 
ed in ferrying his force across the Delaware be- 
times in the Christmas storm. 

A remarkable letter on this Trenton. battle, writ- 
ten by the Count of Schaumburg, Prince of Hesse- 
Kassel, was given to the world by the German his- 
torian, Franz von Loher. The terms on which 
the soldiers from several petty states were sold to 
the Britishfor the fight in America provided 
that their ruling Prince should receive not only 
compensation for their services while living, but 
an indemnity of from $75 to $110 for every one 
ah might be killed. 

Though grossly exaggerated accounts of the fa- 
talities at Trenton were circulated in Hesse- 
Kassel, the actual number killed being only 40

Trenton. During the whole campaign he has 

not lost even 10 of his soldiers. 

As of the 29,166 mercenaries who served in the 
Revolution, 11,853 fell, it can be seen that the 
indemnity added handsome sums from time to 
time to the princely revenues. 

The world has moved some in these 137 years. 
The reign of democracy which this very Battle of 
Trenton helped to set up has spread round the 
world. No civilized power would now dare to hire 
mercenaries to war on a people of kindred blood 
and speech. The evils of militarism are many, 
but no ruler could now make a source of profit 
through barter and sale out of the military duty 
owed him by his subjects. We may have indus- 
trial slaves, but not military slaves in this fright- 
ful sense. Though they did, not seem to think 
much about it 137 years ago, the ruler who would 
now depend on the slaughter of his own people 
for pin money and eagerly insist on an accurate 
count of corpses for the collection of the full in- 
demnity would be deemed a monster. 

A survey of the milestones of the past makes 
one expectant for the miracles of progress on 
which the Trenton anniversary 137 years from 
now will look back.

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CHICAGO’S WAY. 

Chicago, banking $2,000,000 a year as its share 
(65 per cent) of the net earnings of its street 
railway companies, is accumulating a fund with 
which to build municipal subways. 

St. Louis’ effort to collect 2 per cent of the cash 
revenues of the United Railways for the privilege 
of using the city streets is held up and fought 
in the courts as if it were an outrageous attempt 
to mulct the capitalists who enjoy the monopoly 
of urban transportation. 3 

St. Louis seems to need. a city government as 
alert to promote the public interest as Chicago’s 
government, headed by Mayor Harrison. Perhaps 
the new city charter will open the way for the 
election of a government of that kind. Certain- 
ly, if the new charter provides that the city 
may, ¢t its own will, take over or compete with 
the privately owned traction monopoly, the lat- 
ter will be found far readier to pay a fair price 
for its fat special privilege.

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A CRY FROM MACEDONIA. 

For hundreds of years the Christian world has 
been stimulated by Paul’s graphic picture of one 
of the ancient Greek states needing aid in the 
work of Christianization and civilization. “There 
is,”” he wrote, “a cry from Macedonia, ‘Come over 
and help us!’”’ 

Today, the Macedonia needing help, and for the 
most part unable to voice its cry, is that vast ele- 
ment of the civilized world which is still untouched 
by the multitudinous agencies that make for so- 
cial amelioration. It is that element that suffers 
and dies while countless Christmas trees lift their 
spangled tops to the sky and men and women 
struggle to spend money for gifts to express their 
mutual good will. At this holiday season, for 
example, we read of a richly clad woman commit- 
ting suicide by jumping in an ice-bound river; 
while in our.own city a whole family is found to 
be actually starving. 

It is not altogether a question of riches and 
poverty. Social justice between man and man 
is sadly needed. It is coming more or less quick- 
ly. But the only panacea for modern evils that 
will touch all classes is the carrying of the Christ- 
mas spirit through the rest of the year. One feels 
instinctively that unkindness must have been the 
cause of the death of the well-dressed suicide. And 
we know that social negligence is usually to be 
found in communities in which an entire family 
comes to the brink of starvation. 

At the antipodes, they keep Christmas in the 
middle of summer. We, in the temperate zone, 
are apt to couple Christmas with frost and snow. 
The true Christmas has nothing to do with eli- 
mate or weather. It is “Peace on Earth, Good Will 
tc Men.”

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HUNTING THE HIPPOPOTAMUS. 
From the Southern Workman. 

As hippopotamus hunters the Shullas of ths 
Sebat region, North Africa, stand alone. A na- 
tive hippo hunt is an exciting and dangerous 
sr«ert. The hunters are in dugout canoes; two or 
three paddle while one manages the harpoon or 
barbed spear, to which is attached a stout rope 
and a float of ambatch. When the hippo comes tn 
the surface to breathe, an attempt is made to 
steal upon him with the harpoon; when this is 
accomplished the hunters make a hasty retreat 
from the enraged beast, and in turn engage his 
attention while attempts are made to spear him 
by those in other canoes, When severely wound- 
ea a hippopotamus goes ashore to rest or to die, 
and not to attack its assailants, as has been so 
often reported. The native hunters wait for this 
and when the animal goes up out of the water a 
volley of spears is thrown into it, and slowly the 
huge beast bleeds to death. The hunters do not al. 
Ways escape. Sometimes the life or the limb of 
one of them its sacrificed to their daring. The 
hide of the hippopotamus is cut Into strips ana 
dried to be sold to Arab traders who, in turn, gel] 
it to the whipmakers of Omdurman and Egypt. 
Certain portions of the hide are much prized as 
shields. ‘The flesh fs cut into long, Narrow strips 
and dried in the sun; its taste resembles that of 
ecarse beef.

ELEN KELLER, regarded as one 
of the most wonderful women of 
her day, claims, in her new book, 

that a grouch is permissible pro- 

vided its owner grins sometimes. She 
bays: 

“Be happy. Talk happiness. There is 
sadness enough in the world without 
yours. Rebel against the hardness and 
injustice of things as much as you like. 
It is always well to keep your fighting 
edge keen to smite wrongs wherever you 
meet them. 

‘But never doubt the permanence and 
excellence of what is yet to be. Joy is 
the holy fire that keeps our purpose 
warm and our intelligence aglow. Work 
without joy shall be as nothing. Re- 
salve to keep happy and your joy and 
you shall form an invincible host against 
difficulties.’’ 


Helen Keller is one of the few women 
who can speak understandingly on the 
subject of happiness and misery. For she 
must have known both on her way “Out 
of the Dark,’’ as she has well named 
her book. It is a fine thing to be an 
optimist and to advocate the everlast- 
ing ‘“‘smile that won’t come off’’ in ac- 
cordance with such. Yet it is not en- 
tirely human nature, to say the least. 

When everything seems to go wrong 
and nothing will adjust itself as you 
had intended, and when things grip you 
generally, you are inclined to feel very 
hostile toward the fellow who insists on 
your smile. In fact, you are tempted te 
close your fist and “land one’’ in his 


direction. 

For only YOU can feel your own pains 
best—or worst, as the case may be. 
And though some people may throw off 
the ache more easily than others, their 
example doesn’t help YOU to any great 
degree. 

But if you realize you have some right 
io your grouch, then, as Helen Keller 
states, you are not ALWAYS confront- 
ed with the old :platitude, “Laugh and 
the world laughs with you.”’ Provided 
of course, that you do not corner the 
market on grouch stock. 

That is to say, each of us ts entitled 
to a reasonable amount of _§ sensibl« 
grouch, if we exhibit the grins as well. 
For every grouch may be divided into 
three parts—that which really exists. 
that which you take cn yourself, and 
that which you lock forward to. Wher 
you insist upon a MONOPOLY of the 
three there is no room for the grin 
Consequently you are labeled a perpetual 
grouch and you are shunned by man 
and beast. 

Yet if in the interim you manage to 
see the HUMOR of things, indulge in a 
HEARTY LAUGH occasionally and en- 
courage talk about happy things, why, 
somehow or other when a grouch comes 
along, it does not have much chance to 
stay. As an antidote for grouches CUL- 
TIVATE a sense of humor. It is the

COWS FED ON BRAN AND 
CORN PRODUCE BEST MILK 


Department of Agriculture An- 
nounces Result of Experiments 
in Food for Dairy Cattle. 


WASHINGTON, Yec. 26.—The De- 
partment of Agriculture has just 
- concluded a series of interesting ex- 
periments to determine the effect on 
’ the flavor of milk of feeding different 
kinds of food to cows. The depart- 
ment has decided in favor of bran 
and corn as producing the finest 
flavored milk. 

The experiments were conducted to 
ascertain the correctness of the 
theory of some dairymen that the 
feeding of crushed «oats to cows 
would improve the flavor of the 
milk. Six cows were used in the ex- 
periments. In all 60 opinions were 
passed on the various samples of 
milk from these cows. Of these 16 
showed a preference for the milk 
from cows fed on crushed oats, 25 
preferred that from bran and corn 
ration, while nine expressed no 
choice.

Foreign Markets Closed. 


“Most of the European markets were 
closed for their second Christmas hoii- 
day today and this included London. 
The Paris Bourse was open, however, 
and French Government bonds rose 
sharply. 

“The Bank of France reported the 
loss of cash which usually occurs as the 
end of December approaches; put what 
Was more interesting was the fact that, 
despite a decrease of $1,400,000 gold for 
the week, the total gold reserve of that 
institution now stands at the highest 
figure ever reached in December’s con- 
cluding week. 

“The figures of 1909 have been matched 
in yo week of the French bank’s his- 
tory until today. But the bank still 
has an abnormally great outstanding 
note circulation to provide for. 

“Our Government gave out today the 
foreign trade statement for November. 
Just as the agricultural export figures 
for the month, published on Tuesday, 
showed $15,300 000 decrease from 1912, so 
the total merchandise exports, by to- 
day’s returns, decreased $32,500,000, but 
1912 was a highly exceptional year; it 
Was the huge crops which raised our 
outward trade to such a pinnacle. 
“When the totals for last month are 
compared with any other November than 
that of a year ago, it will be found 
that exports overtop by some $40,000,000 
the best preceding record, and that ex- 
cess of exports similarly runs beyond 
all Novembher wrecedents. 

“It is again in point to observe the 
absence of any flood of new importe1 
merchandise; :ast month’s total imports 
were $4,500,000 under 1912.”’ 


Money Market Steady. 


‘Developments in the money mar- 
ket naturally had to do with the ar- 
rangements under way to finance the 
year-end settlements. 

“Most of the money put out on call 
was at 4 per cent. There was some 
lending in this market by institu- 
tions of interior cities, but the vol- 
ume of these os gate gr was insignifi- 
cant compared with the advances by 
outside lenders that are often made 
in the last week of the year. 

“What was rather unusual for this 
date was the further decline in time 
money rates and the easier tone to 
the commercial paper market. 

“The banks appeared more disposed 
to pay out money for fixed periods 
now that the January payments had 
been pretty well cared for, and the 
purchases of paper were sufficient to 
show that the rediscount facilities 
provided by the Federal reserve act 
would be effective in broadening the 
market for such securities. 

“The banks made a fair showing 
on the week’s currency movement, 
but the gain indicated by today’s pre- 
liminary figures was only $3,653,000, 
as against a gain shown last Friday 
of $10,361,000. 

“The chances are that tomorrow's 
bank statement will not reflect the 
full force of the January financing 
since the year does not end  unti 
next Tuesday. Notwithstanding that, 
however, the banks will probably re- 
port a large expansion in loans. 

BA deo exchange was rather 
weak, with demand bills on London 
selling around 4.85.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26-—The suc- 


American manufacturers to establish 
markets for. their exports in the 
Unien of South Africa, long consid-
